An Engifichman’s Awfal Position. 

A quiet, gentlemanly, but very modest and

The English 
man had traveled over the entire known 
world, and he said he would award the 
palm to the tiger. In the course of his 
conversation, he told of an episode in his 
life that was quite interes*ing. 

It seems that duriny « short stay in Java 
he had, with a frien’, attended a regular 


bef tiger-killing inan i land town, at which

killing is quite an affair, Having secured 
quite a number of the animals, which are 
kept caged, the diay of the killing becomes 
quite a holiday, in which the authorities 
appear in state, flags are waved and a great 
time generally is had.

my ritle barrel and let drive. ! 

I have always been proud of that shot. It 
went through and through, immediately be- | 
hind the animal's shoulder,and when he fell | 
right where Moreau had been, he fell out 
without a quiver. 

After it wasall over, and Moreau and I 
had congratulated each other (for his shot 
had been a beauty, too—right between the 
animal's eyes, and ite glancing had alone! 
prevented its being fatal), we watched the | 
natives y ther themselves together and 
count their loss, Out of the entire number 
in the tight there were seventeen seiiourly | 
(and some of them fatally) wounded, and | 
eleven killed outright.

AGRICULTURAL. 
Apples for Profit 


Atthe last meeting of the Ontario Fruit 
Growers’ Aseociation,a committee compoge 
of Messrs. Thos. Beall, P.C. Dempsey and 
Alex. McD. Allan was appiouted to name 
the Varieties of apples whch may be most 
success.ully ani protitably grown in each of 
the electoral divisions of this Province. The 
number of varieties for each district was not 
te exceed twelve in all, made up of three for 


| summer, four for antumn, aad five for wint- 


er. In compiling the following lets the 
committee state that they have conrulted 
the directors ax wellas the leading fruit 


growers in each of the several districts. They 
have also tried to frame the lists so as to 
wivise the planting of suc h varieties as bear 
the highest general points for each district 
for hardiness, growta, bearinz and shipping 
quality of fruf®and commercial values, both 
in local and toreign markets, In point of 
season they have drawn the line for summer 
apples up to September 1, autumn to Decem. 
ber 1, and after that date, winter, upon the 
understood principle that varieties arriving 
at maturity within the periods named be 
long to such seasons, although many, if not 
all, the varieties named are often kept and 
sold in market later inthe season. A few 
ot the varieties pamed are placed in the list 
a little outof proper season so far as some 
sections are concerned, but, as it was neces 
sary to draw the line somewhere, they did 
so, taking the Province into consideration 
can the area within which sech varieties 
and be most successfully cultivated. The

Slipshod farming no longer pays. In 
many localities the aim of farmers is to get 
more acres instead of better yields. Itis a 
fact that the whole drift of agriculture in 
this country has been toward extending the 


area instead of increasing the productive- 


ness ofthe soil. Skimming and skinning
